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In Senate, March 14, 1917. 
Senator Hill said: 

'• Words on this occasion will but feebly express my sentiments. 

'* When death, the last enemy, comes very close and breaks the 
circle of one's friendship ; when a stalwart man is removed in the 
l)rime of life, we stand lost in amazement at the inscrutable 
providence of God ; we believe in a larger life and that the Master 
doeth all things right, though oft we think them ill. 

GoNE^ But Not Forgotten 

*' It is indeed an honor to speak a word on this occasion. I am 
glad that George E. Green numbered me among his friends, for 
his friendship was of that warm, sympathetic character which 
any man might feel honored to hold. Mixed emotions crowd my 
heart. I sorrow that the end has come; I rejoice that the great 
spirit has been loosed to that sphere wherein it may broaden to 
its great capacity. * Gone, but not forgotten,' is a form of words 
that possesses a living, definite and emphatic meaning — not mere 
vacant figure — to those touched by the beneficent and wholesome 
influence of the eaniest and industrious life of my friend. 

" In the fullness of usefulness and energy when the compelling 
finger beckoned, he left us in the heyday of his career before his 
ambitions were realized or his hopes fulfilled ; but we are 
reminded that such is the uncertainty of life. He has taken the 
step into the silent land, whither we all shall follow. He has 
succumbed to the onslaught of death, the only conqueror. How 
resistless is that mighty and destroying angel. What mortal 
power for a moment can impede his approach. Who can defy 
his dread summons to join the countless host whose home lies 
beyond the portals of the grave ? Can power, however extensive ; 
can wealth, however boundless; or learning, however marvelous, 
ward ofi or withstand him? 
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" The king who commands obeisance from millions of subjects 
will in turn one day yield obeisance to a monarch more absolute ; 
the conqueror-visible, whose might is invincible, will eventually 
perish at the approach of the conqueror-unseen ; that opulent one 
whose uncounted wealth can purchase every pleasure in life, 
cannot with all his treasures buy immunity from death. And 
science with all its w^onderful discoveries and developments, can 
compound no elixir that will prolong human existence a moment 
beyond its allotted span. Every hour of boundless life urges us 
on to death, and the whole world without exception sweeps on to 
its gigantic burial : 

" * The boast of heraldry, the pomp of power. 

And all that beauty, all that wealth e'er gave, 
Await alike the inevitable hour. 

The paths of glory lead but to the grave.' 

Death Comes Unheralded 

" Death is indeed inevitably certain in its occurrence, but the 
time when it will arrive is uncertain and unheralded. We can 
tell in advance the regular revolutions of the seasons and the alter- 
nate coming of day and night ; we can determine the time when 
the grasses and the trees grow and wither; when the roses will 
bloom and fade, but human eye cannot pierce nor can human rea- 
son remove the veil that shrouds and conceals the coming of 
death : 

" ^ Leaves have their time to fade, 
And flowers to wither at the north wind's breath, 
But thou hast all seasons for thine, O, Death.' 

" These thoughts teem upon my mind during this suggestive 
hour that follows the passing of this noble and just man as I 
reflect upon his busy and useful life. 

" George E. Green was a most lovable man and all who came 
within the scope of his influence entertained for him the deepest 
affection. The closer to George E. Green, the more beneficent 
his influence. His face was itself a fair type of his nature, which 
was essentially of the sunshine character. He will always be 
remembered by his associates as a high-minded, strong man. He 
was of the type that brightened with use. He was an intensely 
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hiunan, bighearted, warm-hearted man. He was never afraid to 
speak his convictions. 

" He fulfilled and represented the very clear and definite 
ideal which American people accept as the best expression in 
human form of American manhood. His brain was a veritable 
storehouse of information and, regardless of physical consequence, 
he devoted all his mental powers unselfishly and without stint 
to his duty. His life was shortened, perhaps, by his dogged deter- 
mination to stick at duty's post. I am certain that my col- 
leagues here who were his colleagues then, will bear me out in 
saying that this body has never known a more conscientious mem- 
ber. His was a guiding, if not a controlling hand, in writing 
some of the best laws on the statute books today. He was never 
afraid to speak his convictions. He was an independent thinker, 
a self-reliant man of courage, energy and .perseverance who, by 
native ability and application, carved his way to high and 
respected station among his fellowmen. He held commanding 
place in his church, in his home town, among his friends, every- 
where he was known. 

He Was Most Ciiaeitable 

" I would speak of his magnanimity. He would forget every- 
thing except littleness of soul, and over petty meanness he would 
spread the mantle of charity. He invariably exhibited a tolerant 
charity with all who opposed his views or were his avowed ene- 
mies. Friendship to him was a sacred thing. He was well 
adapted by nature and training to the very highest confidence of 
the people. He exerted an influence among his associates which 
they will long remember. 

" It is character only which lives, and his character, combined 
with honorable public service and an upright life, cannot be for- 
gotten. Many of us, his former associates and colleagues, have 
lost a deaf friend ; and the realization of our loss quickens and 
deepens the sympathy which we extend to the devoted wife. Our 
consolation must be that we who knew him are better men and 
this State a better State because he lived. True to his times, 
and true to himself, he performed his fullest obligations both 
as a man and as a citizen. 

" George E. Green to me was like a father and a brother. He 
tutored me in business and in politics. I probably had better 
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opportunity than any man living to get close to his great, unsel- 
fish heart. He was as true as steel. His soul knew no littleness ; 
his life was an open book. The personal loss I sustained in hi» 
passing cannot be told in words. There are sentiments too deep 
for expression. I wish I had the power to speak as I would on 
this occasion. 

" I would speak just this word of the private life of my friend. 
Back in the days when his finances permitted it, he was the' friend 
of every unfortunate with whom he came in contact. At one 
time, during a hard winter in Binghamton, he gave away to the 
poor more than one carload of flour. He allowed no mention of 
this to go into the newspapers and few of his friends were 
acquainted with his charities. When he had a dollar, he shared 
part of it with his fellowman. Another incident I will mention. 
When a newspaper in which he and other citizens were interested 
b^an to lose money heavily, he would give unstintingly of his 
means to keep the office intact that the men on the paper might 
have work and that the project might succeed. When all deserted, 
he stood by the wrecked journal, never failing to give of encour- 
agement and money. Late at night he would meet one of the 
workers with a smile: * Keep on plugging boys; all will come 
out right' And thus George E. Green preached and practiced 
throughout his eventful life. 

Habits Were Industrious 

** His habits were industrious and his disposition gentle and as 
a consequence he always gained and kept the respect and favor 
of his neighbors. The people on numerous occasions evinced 
their high regard for him. There was a mutual confidence and 
cordiality existing between him and his friends that is seldom 
found. He was always the same generous and kindly hearted 
gentleman. He had a magnetic openness of manner which easily 
attracted friends and invited men to salute him in terms of easy 
familiarity, but in purpose, he was sincere and ardent, and as he 
pursued his path through life, he strove always to scatter seeds 
of kindness, and to create happiness and hope among those where 
formerly there had been but misery and dejection. 

*' What a commentary upon life that brilliant careers terminate 
often when the zenith is in sight, but not quite reached. Death 
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came to my friend with the swiftness almost of the eagle's flight 
and with less than its pity. Today he lies at rest among the 
people he loved and served and who in return were loving and 
loyal to him. By them his memory will be ever kept green and 
the recollections of his splendid qualities of mind and heart will 
ever be enshrined in their memories. And, we, his friends, even 
amid the changing conditions of this busy life will affectionately 
remember him always. 

" He made a heroic fight for life. He wanted to live ; he was 
but human. But he died as he had lived, a courageous man. He 
was not afraid and there was 

« « * » * no moaning of the bar when he put out to sea.' 

" He died gamely, which ideal is as helpful as living bravely. 
He of all men made unselfishness the rule of his daily life. 
There never has been a more self-abrogating spirit or more self- 
sacrificing character or one who had a more watchful regard for 
the comfort and interest of others than George E. Green. He 
remained throughout all his life, a brave, honorable Christian 
gentleman, a loyal friend and a lover of his fellowman. 

" Longfellow did not dream that in his immortal ' Psalm 
of Life ' he was inscribing his own epitaph as well as the 
historic record of many others, in his paradoxical phrase of 
imperishable imprint in the shifting toys of * every wind that 
blows,' when he wrote: 

" * Lives of great men all remind us, 

" ' We can make our lives sublime ; 
" ^ And departing leave behind us, 

" * Footprints on the sands of time.' 

** These words of eulogy do not seem an unfitting laurel crown 
for the man who has reflected honor upon the religion he pro- 
fessed and practiced, his State and community. When the spirit 
of George E. Green winged its flight from the busy scenes of earth 
to seek its Maker, the curtain fell on a human life brimful of the 
most inspiring instances of noble and imselfish effort; a life that 
will continue to pxert a deep and inspiring impression. 

" 'AH must to their cold graves; 
But the actions of the just. 

Smell sweet and blossom in the dust.' "

HuNBY H. Lymajn^, of Oswego, N. Y., was appointed State 
Commissioner of Excise by Governor Morton, April 1, 1896. lie 
was reappointed by Gfovemor Odell, April 15, 1901. He died 
May 4th of the same year. 

Patrick W. Ctjllinan, of Oswego, N. Y., was appointed to the 
vacancTjT by Governor Odell, May 18, 1901, during the recess of 
the Senate. His appointment was confirmed by the Senate, Jan- 
uary 8, 1902. 

Maynabd N. Clement, of Canandaigua, N". Y., was appointed 
State Commissioner of Excise by Governor Higgins, May 2, 1906. 

William W. Fabley, of Binghamton, N. Y., was appointed 
State Commissioner of Excise by Governor Dix January 23, 
1911. His appointment was confirmed by the Senate, Janu- 
ary 24, 1911, and he took oflSce April 1, 1911. Mr. Farley 
resigned to take effect October 1, 1915. 

George E. Green, of Binghamton, N. Y., was nominated as 
State Commissioner of Excise by Governor Whitman, April 21, 
1915, to fill the vacancy for the remainder of the term ending 
March 31, 1916, caused by the resignation of William W. Farley. 
The appointment was confirmed by the Senate, April 21, 1916, 
to take effect October 1, 1915. On March 15, 1916, Mr. Green 
was again nominated by Governor Whitman for reappointment 
for the full five-year term, and his reappointment was confirmed 
by the Senate on said date, to take effect April 1, 1916.

State of New York — Department of Excise 

A1.BANY, January 22, 1917. 

To the Honorable, the Leffislature of th-e State of New York: 

The statute under which this Department was created provides 
that the Commissioner of Excise shall make an annual report, 
" which shall contain such statements, facts and explanations as 
will disclose the actual workings of this chapter in its bearings 
upon the welfare of the State, including all receipts and revenues 
collected under the law, and all expenses and disbursements 
incurred, and also such suggestions as to the general policy of the 
State and such amendments of this law as the commissioner shall 
deem appropriate." 

In accordance with the provisions of such statute, and on 
account of the demise of Honorable George E. Green, State Com- 
missioner of Excise, it becomes my duty to submit herewith the 
twenty-first annual report of the transactions of this Department 
for the fiscal year ending September 30, 1916.

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LEGAL BUREAU 

The expenses of the legal bureau for the year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1916, were $48,273.39, a decrease of $16,287.45 as against 
last year. 

The number of excise convictions for the year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1916, was 1,955, as against 1,243 last year. 

The number of bond actions commenced during the fiscal year 
ending September 30, 1916, was 527. Of these, 280 were deter- 
mined, and 297 are now pending. 

Revocation proceedings instituted under section 27, to revoke 
and cancel liquor tax certificates, because of violations of the 
liquor tax law : Proceedings commenced, 108 ; proceedings deter- 
mined, 65; certificates revoked, 54; proceedings pending, 44; 
costs collected, $1,299.22. 

Penalty actions commenced under section 43, against alleged 
violators of the Liquor Tax Law, to recover penalties of $50 for 
each violation : 8 actions were commenced ; 6 actions determined ; 
2 actions, pending. Penalties and costs collected, $833.75. 

Search and seizure cases commenced, 166; of which judgments 
of forfeiture were granted in 110 cases. Number of cases dis- 
missed, 6 ; number of cases in which no liquors were found, 27. 

RESULT OF STATE ENUMERATION OF 1915 
As a result of the above enumeration, the liquor tax rates in two 
cities and twenty-nine villages were increased, and in three villages 
the rate was decreased. 

SPECIAL AGENTS 
Special agents made 15,873 investigations of complaints against 
violators of the Liquor Tax Law during the past year. 

LOCAL OPTION STATUS 

As a result of the local option election held in November, 1915, 
there was a decrease of 39 in full license towns, with an increase 

[111 
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of 237 in the nmnber of no license towns; a decrease of 207 in 
the number of partial license towns, and a decrease of 9 towns 
in the State as compared with the local option status of 1897, 
in which year the first vote under the present law was had. This 
indicates the drift of public sentiment. 



The Liquor Tax Law of the State of New York 

(The following " Primer'* was prepared by the late Commissioner G«orge E. 
Green, who undoubtedly intended to have it printed as a public document. 
It is known that he spent a great deal of thought and time on this matter, 
and it is believed that it should be made a part of this report ) 



LIQUORS 

"Liquors'- inchides and means all distilled or rectified spirits, 
wine, fermented and malt liquors. 

WHAT IS «« TRAFFIC IN LIQUORS"? 

A sale of less than five wine gallons. 

A sale of five wine gallons or more in which less than five 
gallons of any one kind and quality is included. 

A sale of five wine gallons or more, any portion of which is 
to be drunk on the premises where sold. 

A sale of five wine gallons or more, which, when sold, is deliv- 
ered or agreed to be delivered in a less quantity than five wine 
gallons at one time. 

The distribution of liquor between members of a corporation 
or association or to others, in quantities less than five wine 
gallons. 

A sale of less than five wine gallons of any preparation for the 
sale of which the United States Internal Revenue Department 
requires a retail liquor dealer's or retail malt liquor dealer's 
special United States internal revenue tax. 

CERTIFICATES 

There are seven kinds of certificates: 

A subdivision 1 certificate is the so-called hotel or salomi cer- 
tificate. The holder may also sell as though he held a sub- 
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division 2 or store certificate, provided traffic under the latter 
is not prohibited by a local option vote. 

A subdivision 2 certificate, known as a " store license,'' is for 
the sale of less than five wine gallons, no part of which shall be 
drunk on the premises. 

A subdivision 3 certificate, known as a " druggist's license," 
is for the sale by a pharmacist. Sales can be made only upon 
the written prescription of a physician, and liquors shall not be 
drunk on the premises. Alcohol, however, may be sold for 
medicinal or mechanical purposes without a prescription. 

A subdivision 4 certificate, which is issued to railroad and 
steamboat companies, is for the sale upon any car or vessel within 
the State, to be drunk thereon. 

A subdivision 5 certificate is for the sale and delivery of malt 
liqtu)rs in bottles from a vehicle in quantities less than five wine 
gallons, but not less than three at a time. This can be obtained 
only by the holder of a subdivision 2 certificate who bottles malt 
liquors. 

A subdivision 6 certificate is for the sale of less than five gal- 
lons of alcohol for mechanical, medicinal or scientific purposes 
and can be obtained only by dealers who do not keep or sell 
liquors of any other kind. Sales can be made only between 7 
o'clock in the morning and 7 o'clock in the evening on any day 
except Sunday. 

A subdivision 7 certificate, known as a " fruit grower's certifi- 
cate," is for the sale of less than five wine gallons, but not less 
than two, by a grower of fruit or a manufacturer of liquor pro- 
duced solely therefrom in a^jy town. l^o part of such liquor 
shall be dnmk on the premises. This certificate may be issued 
in a " dry " town, but sales cannot be made to residents thereof. 
Sales can be made only between 7 o'clock in the morning and 7 
o'clock in the evening on any day except Sunday. 

AH night certificates. These special certificates are issued by 
the State Commissioner of Excise to holders of subdivision 1 
certificates in cities only. To secure this special certificate a 
permit, signed by the mayor of the city, must be presented to 
the State Commissioner, together with an application and bond. 
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The certificate may be issued for one night, one week, or any 
other period of time specified in the mayor's permit during the 
life of the subdivision 1 certificate held. The tax therefor is 
$10 for each single night, or $25 from 1 o'clock Tuesday morn- 
ing in cities having a population of 50,000 or more, and from 
12 o'clock Monday night in other cities, to midnight on Saturday 
of each week. The holder of this certificate is not thereby enti- 
tled to traffic between midnight Saturday and 6 o'clock Monday 
morning. 

If there be more than one bar or place on the premises, car or 
vessel at which traffic is carried on, a certificate must be had for 
each such bar or place. 

LOCAL OPTION 

Whether a town shall be " wet " or " dry " may be voted on at 
a biennial town meeting, provided there is filed with the town 
clerk, not less than twenty days before such meeting, a petition 
signed by the electors of the town to the number of 10 per cent, 
of the votes cast at the last general election, requesting a vote 
on the local option questions. The petition must be signed and 
acknowledged by such electors before a notary public or other 
authorized officer. Four questions must be voted on, the ballots 
to be prepared by the town clerk. 

PERSONS ENTITLED TO TRAFFIC 

Any person 21 years of age, a citizen of the United States and 
a resident of the State of New York, as well as any corporation, 
association, or copartnership. 

A foreign corporation or association operating vessels, or din- 
ing, buffet, parlor or sleeping cars in this State. 

A copartnership in which one or more persons owning at least 
one-half interest are residents of this State and citizens of the 
United States. 

A corporation organized under any law prior to May 6, 1896, 
as a society or club for social or recreative purposes may traffic 
with the members thereof, provided its certificate of incorpora- 
tion was filed prior to March 23, 1896, and traffic with its mem- 
bers was being carried on at that time. 
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PERSONS NOT ENTITLED TO TRAFFIC 

No person engaged in carrying on the business of selling dry 
goods, groceries, provisions, or drugs as a pharmacist, can traflSc 
under a subdivision 1 certificate in the same building, unless the 
two places are entirely separated by partitions three inches thick, 
with no opening from one to the other. 

No person who has been convicted of a felony, or who know- 
ingly has in his employ a person who has been so convicted. 

No person who has been convicted of a violation of the Liquor 
Tax Law, until one year after such cx)nviction. 

Xo person whose agent or agents have been twice convicted 
within two years for a violation of this law, until one year after 
the second conviction. 

No person whose certificate has been revoked or forfeited, until 
one year after the entry of the final order revoking same. 

No person who is an excise commissioner, deputy excise com- 
missioner, special deputy excise commissioner, excise inspector, 
poKce commissioner, police inspector, sheriff, deputy sheriff, cap- 
tain, sergeant, roundsman, patrolman, subordinate of any police 
department or any other peace officer. 

No corporation, association or copartnership which has been 
convicted of a violation of the Liquor Tax Law, or if an officer, 
member or agent of which who has been twice convicted thereof, 
until three years after such conviction. 

No person who, as owner or agent, permits gambling or dis- 
order in the premises, or who permits any unlawful business to 
be carried on. 

Any person violating these provisions is guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction may be punished by a fine of not 
more than $500 or by imprisonment of not more than one year, 
or by both, and forfeits his certificate. If a pharmacist, the 
State Board of Pharmacy may revoke his license as such, and 
liquors cannot be sold under a pharmacist's certificate on the 
premises for one year. The State Commissioner of Excise may 
bring an action on the bond, and an action to recover a penalty 
of $50 for each violation. Where no conviction is had, the State 
Commissioner may also proceed to revoke the certificate.

16 Annual Report of the 

PREMISES IN WHICH THE TRAFFIC MAY BE CARRIED ON 

All premises in which the traffic is being legally carried on at 
the present time. 

All premises to which traffic may legally be transferred. 

All premises where the traffic was legally carried on, but in 
which it has been suspended for a time by reason of local option 
or otherwise. 

In any building erected for a hotel, which conforms to all the 
requirements of a hotel situated in a city, provided the building 
contains at least 100 bedrooms above the basement, exclusive of 
those occupied by the family and servants of the certificate holder. 

PREMISES IN WHICH THE TRAFFIC MAY NOT BE CARRIED ON 

In any building or upon any lands established as a penal insti- 
tution, protectory, industrial school, asylum. State hospital. State 
agricultural and industrial school, colony or institution estab- 
lished for the care or treatment of epileptics, or poor house. If 
such building, premises or lands other than a county jail or State 
prison, are situated in a town and are more than one-half mile 
distant from the corporate limits of a city or village, then traffic 
is prohibited within a radius of one-half mile of such institution. 
This does not apply to a hotel lawfully occupied as such on March 
23, 1896, and situated within one-half mile of a poorhouse. 

Under a saloon or hotel certificate, within 200 feet of a church, 
unless the consent of the church is obtained and filed with the 
application, or unless the saloon or hotel was there before the 
church. If, however, a certificate in such place has been revoked 
since May 1, 1905, or forfeited since May 1, 1908, either for 
gambling or disorder, then the consent of the church must be 
obtained and filed with the application. 

Under a saloon or hotel ^certificate, within 200 feet of a school- 
house, unless the saloon or hotel was there before the schoolhouse. 
(Consent can not be obtained for schoolhouse.) 

In any premises occupied by the holder of a certificate which 
has been revoked or forfeited, or by a member of his family, or 
his agent, or any person in his employ or representing him, until 
one year from such revocation or forfeiture, unless the consent of 
the owners of two-thirds of the dwelling houses within 300 feet 
is obtained and filed with the application, provided the revocation 
or forfeiture was not for gambling or disorder. 
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In any premises where the holder of a certificate, or his agent, 
has permitted gambling or disorder, until one year from the entry 
of the final order revoking the certificate or the entry of the judg- 
ment of conviction. Upon any premises used as a cemetery. 

In any premises, the nearest entrance to which is within 300 
feet of the nearest entrance to any dwelling houses, unless there, 
is filed with the application a consent in writing that such traffic 
be carried on, executed by the owners of at least two-thirds of the 
total number of dwellings within that distance. Consents are not 
required where the place of traffic was lawfully occupied as such 
on March 23, 1896, nor in the case of a hotel occupied as such 
on that date, even though the traffic was not carried on at that 
time, provided such places have been continuously occupied as a 
place of traffic or hotel since that time. Neither are consents 
required where they have been filed in the past for an unlimited 
term, provided the premises have since been continuously occupied 
for such traffic. 

Measurements must be made in a straight line from the near- 
est entrance to the place of traffic to the nearest entrance to the 
church, schoolhouse, or dwelling, and to the nearest boundary of 
the lands of any institution. 

A person who traffics in any of the places above mentioned, 
except as provided, is guilty of a misdemeanor and upon convic- 
tion may be punished by a fine of not more than $600, or by 
imprisonment of not more than one year, or by both, and shall 
forfeit his certificate. The State Commissioner may also bring 
an action on the bond and an action to recover a penalty of $60 
for each violation. Where no conviction is had the State Com- 
missioner may proceed to revoke the certificate. 

RATIO 

No new saloon or hotel certificate can hereafter be issued 
(except by transfer, or in the case of a hotel occupied as such on 
March 23, 1896) for a place in which the traffic has never been 
carried on, in any town, village, borough or city, until there are 
more than 750 inhabitants therein to each such saloon or hotel. 
The same restriction applies to a store certificate, except that the 
number of inhabitants to each such place must be more than 
7,500. If, however, at any time the number of inhabitants in 
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either case shall become greater than stated, a certificate may 
be issued to the highest bidder by the county treasurer or special 
deputy commissioner of excise after public notice. 

HOW TO SECUHE A CERTIFICATE 

Certificates are issued by the county treasurer or special deputy 
commissioner of excise, who will furnish blank applications. 

All questions contained therein must be fully and truthfully 
answered, and sworn to by the applicant, who must also execute 
a bond. This, together with the application, must be filed with 
the county treasurer or special deputy, and the tax paid. 

There must also be filed with tiie application and bond the 
consent in Writing of the owner of the premises where traffic is 
to be carried on, unless such consent has already been filed for an 
unlimited term. 

If traffic is to be carried on on public property, the consent 
of the authorities having the custody and control thereof must be 
obtained and filed. 

The consent of dwelling owners and of churches is also required 
to be filed, as heretofore stated. 

HOTELS 

Before a certificate to traffic as a hotel keeper can be issued, 
there must be filed in the office of the county treasurer or special 
deputy, by the superintendent of buildings of the boroughs of 
New York, by the mayor in other cities, and by the president of 
each village, a sworn statement that the hotel building has the 
following requirements: 

It must conform to all local laws, ordinances, rules and regu- 
lations relating to hotels and hotel keepers. 

In cities and in villages of 1,200 or more inhabitants, or within 
2 miles of the corporate limits of either, the building must con- 
tain 10 bedrooms above the basement, exclusive of those occupied 
by the family and servants of the hotel keeper, each of which 
must be properly furnished to acconunodate lodgers, and sepa- 
rated by partitions at least 3 inches thick, with a door opening 
into a hallway. Each room must have a window or windows 
with not less than eight square feet of surface, oi)ening ujwn a 
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street or open, coixrt, light shaft or open air, and must have 80 
8(piie feet of floor area with at least 600 cuhic feet of space 
aereuL 

Ihece must be a dining-room with at least 800 square feet of 
ixsr area, not a part of the barroom, with sufficient furniture and 
ntcmmodations for 20 guests therein at one time. 

There must be a kitchen and conveniences for cooking therein 
ID provide bima fide meals at one time for twenty guests. 

If anch hotel building is not located in a city, a village of 1,200 
I vr more inhabitants, or within 2 miles of the corporate limits 
li dther, the requirements are the same, except that there must 
be 6 hedrooms^ a dining-room with at least 150 square feet of 
isoT area, and a kitchen, each having conveniences to provide for 
'0 guests at the same time. 

Every hotel keeper must keep a daily record of all persons 
entertained at his hotel, with the time of arrival and departure, 
vfaich reoord is at all times subject to inspection by a special 
agent 

A violation of any of the foregoing requirements is a misde- 
meanor, punishable upon conviction by a fine of not more than 
1500, or by imprisonment of not more than one year, or by both, 
And forfeits the certificate. The State Commissioner may revoke 
the eertificate if no conviction is had, and bring an action on 
die bond, as well as an action or a penalty of $50 for each 

offense. 

POSTINO CBSTIFICATE 

Before traflBc is commenced the certificate must be inclosed in 
a eaitable frame, with clear glass face; and be posted and at all 
times displayed in a conspicuous place in the room where the 
traffic 18 carried on. If there be a window facing the street, the 
certificate mnst be placed in the window. 

TSANSFBR, ABAHDONMENT AKD SBBATB 

The holder of a certificate may transfer the same to other 

premises in which such traffic is not prohibited, in the same city, 

boitHigfa or town. To do this it is necessary to prepare a petition 

to the comity treasurer or special deputy and to file a notice of 

$bsBdonxn€snt of the old premises. An application and bond is 

Affl filed ^^^ ^® ^®^ place, together with necessary consents. 
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The certificate may also be transferred by a holder who has 
not been convicted, or who is not under indictment, or against 
whom no complaint under oath has been made or is pending for 
a violation of the Liquor Tax Law, to any person who is qualified, 
upon presenting to the county treasurer or special deputy a peti- 
tion, executed by the holder of the certificate, and the filing of 
an application and bond by the person to whom the certificate 
is to be transferred. 

In like manner, the certificate may be transferred from place to 
])lace and from person to person in one transaction, upon the 
filing of the petition and notice of abandonment by the holder of 
the certificate, and the filing of an application and bond for the 
new place by the person to whom the certificate is to be trans- 
ferred, together with necessary consents. 

For any transfer made as above a fee of $10 must be paid to 
the county treasurer or special deputy. 

In the event that the certificate has been assigned by the holder 
as security for moneys loaned, the consent of the party to whom 
the certificate has been assigned must be obtained and filed before 
transfer can be made. 

In order to transfer a certificate out of a hotel, the notice of 
abandonment must be signed and acknowledged by the owner of 
such hotel, unless the same is located in a city of 175,000 or 
more inhabitants and contains less than 50 bedrooms. 

If the holder of a certificate against whom no complaint, prose- 
cution or proceeding is pending for a violation of the Liquor Tax 
Law, desires to cease traffic, he may surrender his certificate to 
the county treasurer or special deputy with a petition for rebate, 
the amount of which shall be one-half of the tax for the balance 
of the life of the certificate. 

Certificates to traffic as a pharmacist, from a wagon, by dealers 
in alcohol only, and by fruit growers cannot be rebated or trans- 
ferred. 

PERSONS TO WHOM LIQUOR MUST NOT BE SOLD OR GIVEN 

Any person under the age of eighteen years, nor to such minor 
for any other person ; 
Any intoxicated person ; 
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Any habitual dnmkard; 

Any Indian. 

Any person to whom the sale or gift of liquor has been for- 
bidden by a notice in writing to the certificate holder, signed by 
the parent of such person, the guardian, husband, wife or child 
over sixteen yeare of age, or by a magistrate or overseer of the 
jKwr, peace officer, or constable of the town, if such person is 
supported in whole or in part by such town, or by the mayor, 
chief of police or peace officer, if the person has been convicted 
of a felony or of a misdemeanor five or more times. 

Any person in a penal institution, poorhouse, tubercular camp 
established by State or municipal authority, except on prescrip- 
tion, house of refuge, reformatory, protectory, industrial school, 
State hospital or asylum, or patient in any institution for the 
treatment of epileptics. 

Any West Point cadet in uniform, or known to be such cadet, 
within one-half mile of West Point Academy. 

A sale or gift to any of the above named persons is a misde- 
meanor, and one convicted therefor may be punished by a fine of 
not more than $500, or by imprisonment of not more than one 
year, or by both, and forfeits his certificate. The State Com- 
missioner may also bring an action on the bond and an action to 
recover a penalty of $50 for each offense. Where no conviction 
is had the Commissioner may proceed to revoke the certificate. 

OTHER VIOLATIONS 

Traffic is unlawful: 

In any quantity in a no-license town, oi- contrary to a local 
option vote. 

Without having lawfully obtained a certificate. 

By the keeper of a hotel who neglects or refuses to keep a record 
of his guests, with time of arrival and departure, or to allow its 
inspection by a special agent, or who fails to make a verified 
report thereof when required by the State Commissioner of 
Excise. 

A violation of any of the above provisions is a misdemeanor, 
punishable upon conviction by a fine of not less than $200 or 
more than $1,200, and by imprisonment of not less than thirty 
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days or more than one year. The certificate of the hotel keeper 
may be revoked, and an action may be brought by the State 
Conunissioner on the bond, as well as an action to recover a 
penalty of $60 for each offense. 

On Sunday, or before 6 o'clock Monday morning, except that 
a hotel keeper may sell on Sunday to guests of the hotel with 
their meals or in their rooms, but not in the barroom or other 
similar room, and a pharmacist holding a subdivision 2 or 8 
certificate may sell on prescription. 

The law clearly defines a guest to be : 

^^A person who in good faith occupies a room in a hotel 
as a temporary home and pays the regular customary charges 
for such occupancy, but who does not occupy such room for 
the purpose of having liquor served therein; or 

"A person who, during the hours when meals are regu- 
larly served therein, resorts to the hotel for the purpose of 
obtaining and actually orders and obtains at such time, in 
good faith, a meal therein." 

On any other day between the hours of 1 o'clock and 6 o'clock 
in the morning in cities having a population of 50,000 or more; 
between 12 o'clock midnight and 6 o'clock in the morning in 
cities having a population of less than 50,000 and in villages of 
over 5,000 inhabitants; and between 11 o'clock in the evening and 
6 o'clock in the morning in all other places. Pharmacists, how- 
ever, who hold a subdivision 2 or 8 certificate may sell on 
prescription. 

On any day of a general or special election, city election, town 
meeting or village election, within one-quarter of a mile of any 
voting place, while the polls are open. If the special election is 
held in a city for a legislative oflSce, the same rule applies in 
the territory in which the election is being held and within 250 
feet from the boundaries thereof. Hotel keepers may sell to their 
guests, but not in the barroom or other similar room, and phar- 
macists holding a subdivision 2 or 8 certificate may sell on pre- 
scription. 

Within 600 feet of any fair grounds, unless such groimds are 
within the limits of a city containing 160,000. Hotel keepers 
may sell to their guests, but not in the barroom or other similar 
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room, and pharmacists holding a subdivision 2 or 3 certificate 
maj sell on prescription. 

To sell liquor which is adulterated with any substance which 
is poisonous or injurious to health. 

To permit gambling or disorder, or to have any opening or 
connection between the premises and any place where gambling or 
disorder is permitted, or to permit the carrying on of any occu- 
pation or business which is in violation of law. Gambling 
includes playing cards, pool, billiards, or shaking dice for drinks 
or cigars, selling baseball pool tickets, bookmaking, the operation 
of gambling devices such as nickel-in-the-slot machines, any lot- 
tery or raffle, and all games of chance where money or other prop- 
erty is won or lost. A conviction, or revocation of the cetrtificate 
for gambling or disorder prevents a certificate being issued for 
the premises for one year. 

To permit any girl or woman, not a member of the family of 
the certificate holder, or any minor under the age of eighteen 
years, or any person known to have been convicted of a felony, 
to sell or serve liquor on the premises. 

To allow any persons to whom the sale of liquor is forbidden by 
law or notice, as heretofore stated, to enter and remain in any 
barroom. 

To have open or unlocked any entrance to the room where 
liquors are sold or kept for sale during the hours when the sale 
thereof is forbidden, except to admit the certificate holder or 
members of his family and servants for some lawful purpose. 

To have in or near any window of the barroom, where liquors 
are sold, during the hours when the sale thereof is forbidden, 
any screen, blinds, curtains, opaque or colored glass, or anything 
which prevents a full view of the interior of the bar and room 
from outside. If liquors are sold in any interior or barroom, 
then a section of the door entering the same must be fitted with 
clear glass through which at prohibited hours and times a full 
view of the bar and room can be had. 

If there is in the room where liquors are sold any box or stall, 
or any obstruction which prevents a full view of the entire room 
by every person present therein. 

By the keeper of a hotel which does not comply with all the 
hotel requirements. 
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By' the keeper of a hotel who rents more than once a bedroom 
between 9 p. m. and 6 a, m., or who rents such room for the pur- 
pose of. prostitution or to a woman known to be a prostitute. 

By the keeper of a hotel who fails to keep a register signed 
by each guest occupying a room, with the name and home address 
of such person and the time of arrival and departure. 

By the keeper of a hotel if he forbids, obstructs or prevents 
any peace officer or special agent from free entry into and exam- 
ination of such building. 

If there is on a building any sign or notice stating that such 
building is a hotel, unless the same complies with all the require- 
ments for a hotel. 

If false statements are made in the application for a certificate. 

If the certificate is not properly posted. 

It is also unlawful to solicit, accept or procure in a " dry " 
town, an order to deliver or send to another or for another, liquor 
in any quantity. 

A violation of any of these provisions is a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by a fine of not more than $500, or by imprisonment of 
not more than one year, or by both, and forfeits the certificate. 
The State Commissioner may revoke the certificate if no convic- 
tion is had, and bring an action on the bond, as well as an action 
for a penalty of $50 for each offense. 

Sales on Credit 
Any sale on credit of liquor to be drunk on the premises, and 
any security or property given for such credit is void. A person 
taking security or property with intent to evade the law is subject 
to a penalty of $50 for each offense. The State Commissioner, 
for a violation of this provision, may proceed to revoke the cer- 
tificate and bring an action on the bond.

The net receipts in New York county, under the Liquor Tax 
Law for the year ending September 30, 1916, after paying all re- 
bates, were $6,834,604.88, of which there was paid into the 
treasury of Xew York City as the locality's net share, 
$2,733,841.35, and into the State Treasury as the State's net 
share, $4,100,762.93. 

Since the enactment of the Liquor Tax Law, May 1, 1896, to 
September 30, 1916, there has been collected under it in New- 
York County $135,103,729.52, of which $71,049,485.58 has been 
paid into the treasury of New York City, and $60,136,595.14 into 
the treasury of the State (rebates on surrendered certificates 
deducted). 

Benefit by Reduced State Tax, etc. 

The net amount paid into the State Treasury as excise taxes 
from the entire State for the year ending September 30, 1916, was 
$12,807,371.84. 

New York County's share of property assessed for State tax- 
ation is given in the equalization table for 1916, prepared by the 
State Board of Assessors, as 42.309 per cent. Therefore, the 
benefit derived by New York County from liquor tax moneys paid 
into the State Treasury during the year ending September 30, 
1016, has been 42.309 per cent of $12,807,371.84, or 
$5,417,518.29. In other words, if the State Treasury had not 
received the above amount as taxes from the liquor traffic, New 
York County would have been obliged to pay into the State 
Treasury from taxes on real and personal property $5,417,518.29 
more for the support of the State government. In addition to this 
benefit of $5,417,518.20, from reduced State taxes during the year 
ending September 30, 1916, there was paid directly into the 
treasury of New York City as the locality's share of the excise 
receipts collected in New York County, $2,733,841.95, making a 
total benefit for the year of $8,151,360.24, being an increase of 
$7,095,347.14 over the total $1,056,013.10 receipts from excise 
taxes under the old law for the year ending April 30, 1896. 
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It will be noted from the above that New York County's benefit 
under the Liquor Tax Law by reduced State taxes for the year end- 
ing September 30, 1916, was $5,417,518.29, while there was paid 
into the State Treasury as excise taxes coming from such county, 
but $4,100, 762.93 ; that is, Xew York County benefited irom a 
reduction in its State tax thi-ough operation of the Liquor Tax 
Law, $1,3,16,755.36 more than was paid into the State Treasury as 
excise taxes from that county. 

The result is due to the fact that New York County's per cent 
of the entire real and personal property in the State which is 
assessed for State taxation, is greater than the per cent of the 
entire excise taxes paid into the State Treasury which comes from 
that county. 

Decrease in Drinking Places 

Under the old law for the year ending April 30, 1806, there 
were 7,330 places licensed in Xew York County for liquors to be 
drunk on the premises where sold. The number of liquor tax 
certificates in force September 30, 1916, for such drinking^ places, 
w«8 4,165, being a decrease of 3,165 or 43 per cent, notwith- 
standing an increase in population of over 53 per cent since the 
enactment of the present Liquor Tax Law.

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ENUMERATION TO DETERMINE TAX RATE 

Under section 8 of the law the rate of tax for any locality is 
determined upon basis of population as shown by the last State 
enumeration or the last United States census. 

When the population of a city or village is not shown by the 
latest State census it is determined for the purpose of this act by 
the latest United States census, and if not shown by reason of the 
incorporation of a new city or village, or by reason of not having 
been separately enumerated, the State Commissioner of Excise is 
authorized and directed, in his discretion, to cause an enumera- 
tion of the inhabitants to be taken in such city or village. 

The State Commissioner may also cause to be taken an enumer- 
ation of the inhabitants of any hamlet or unincorporated village, 
after first having established a limit or boundary line around 
such hamlet or unincorporated village, within which limit or 
boundary line such enumeration may be taken. 

If, since the latest State enumeration was taken, the boundaries 
of a city shall have been changed by the addition of territory 
not in the same judicial district, such annexed territory shall 
not be deemed to be a part of such city for the purpose of deter- 
mining the amount of the excise tax assessed therein; but the 
inhabitants of such annexed territory shall be enumerated for 
the purpose of so determining such excise tax. 

While the State census of 1892 separately enumerated all the 
then cities of the State, it, in no instance, separately enumerated 
the incorporated villages as such. Its plan of enumeration of 
the rural portion of the State was by election districts, thus pre- 
venting the separate enumeration of villages, as the election dis- 
trict boundaries were not coterminous with village boundaries. 
But under the last State census or enumeration, June 1, 1905, 
incorporated villages and cities were separately enumerated. 

As a result of enumerations made, as shown by the following 
table, the annual liquor tax revenue has been largely increased 
and more equitable and satisfactory tax rates established.
